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The Dec. 3 California Racing Club 
desert race near California City 
was won by Bob Balentine (KTM), 
but marred by the death of Larry 
Spaeth, 20, of Monrovia. Spaeth 
was apparently killed instantly in a 
high-speed crash shortly after the 
start. It was the first racer fatality 
in CRC history. Our profound 
sorrow goes to the Spaeth family. 


Colorado State BLM Director Dale 
Andrus has officially opened the initial 
wilderness inventory of Colorado’s 8.5 
million acres of public lands. "While 
there is no statewide public involve- 
ment iri this initial phase of determin- 
ing roadless areas of 5,000 acres or 
more, people are encouraged to 
contact the District Managers if they 
have . information that would be 
beneficial in identifying the wilderness 
inventory units,” Andrus stated in a 
letter mailed to some 1,000 interested 
parties. Colorado BLM District offices 
are located at Canon City, Craig, 
Montrose and Grand Junction. A

available from BLM, Wilderness, 
Room 700, Colorado State Bank 
Building, 1600 Broadway, Denver, 
CO 80202 or by phoning 303/837-

The move to slow down 750cc 
Junior class dirt track machines is 





all but finalized. It appears now 
that the move will be to 28mm 
carburetors rather than restrictor 
plates. The use of a uniform 


carburetor size rather than 
restrictor plates is based on 
economics and availability of parts. 
“1979 will be a test year,” accord- 
ing to AMA professional racing 
commissioner Mike DiPrete. 
“Although the use of a restrictor 
plate would probably serve us 
better, the change in carburetion 
should provide similar results and 
is easier to inspect.” 


Thinking on the ban of the soft rubber 
Goodyear DT II on all but mile events 
has: also changed. “Trying to police 
who was using a soft compound and 
who wasn't could become a 
headache,” said DiPrete, “so we will 
limit rim width to 3.5 inches and allow 
all types of tire compounds. to be run. 
Next year the rim width will drop 
again. Our aim is to limit the amount 
of rubber a tire puts on the track 
thereby, hopefully, improving the 
racing.” 


Would you like to see Suzuki's 
500cc square four race at Daytona? 
It’s a distinct possibility. Only 
approval of the AMA board of 
directors is necessary, and that is 
almost certain. The proposal 
before the board is to drop the 
homologation rule in the 250cc and 
750cc classes (25 units available for 
sale in the U.S.) which would allow 
500cc bikes to run against 
restricted 750cc class mounts. This 
would open the door to Suzuki to 
run their 500cc bike or their 
punched out 651cc version. It 
would also allow Kawasaki to 
bring in a one-off version of their 
750cc bike — possibly a four 
cylinder — for Mike Baldwin. The 
rule would apply to all AMA 


. National road races in the coming 


year. The claiming rule has been 
dropped for Daytona. 


To gas or not to gas, that is the 
question facing the entrants in the 
Mar. 9 100 mile Superbike Production 
road race in Daytona Cycle Week. 
You can bet that more than a few 
tuners are overworking their slide rules 


for calculations of mileage down to the

Desert M.C. 
D-37 enduro

Yamaha mounted Tom Webb won the Desert 
M.C./AMA D-37 Diamondback Enduro when 
Team Honda's Jay Tullis arrived at the /ast 
secret check two minutes early, costing him 


four points and certain victory. 
Tullis was riding one of Honda's 
new four stroke enduro bikes, 
an XR-185 in pretty much stock 


form. 
The enduro was Desert M.C.'s 


second attempt at promoting D-37 
enduros and they did an excellent job. 
The club was concerned that some of 
the District enduro clubs were not 
taking the “C” rider riding skill level 
enough into consideration so they 


worked extra hard on the “C” loop. 
The result was a very enjoyable and 
interesting "C" loop which wasn't 
boring for the "A" and "B" riders yet 
wasn't over the riding skills of the "C" 
riders. Three "C" riders lost just one 
second to earn top honors. W. Keller, 
R. Furant and E. McDonald all came 
within a tick of the clock in registering 
a perfect score. The entire first loop 
was run at an 18 mph average. Bobby 
Langley (Hon) took youngest finisher 
with a two point los. Pam Lehman 
(Yam) took top woman honors with a 
16 second score. Pam will probably be 
a "B" rider next year. Candy Handy 
(really!) took second woman. 

The second loop schedule looked 
tough and was. An: 18 mph average 
down Checkpoint Canyon into a check 
run by a grizzled old prospector who 
claimed he was Stan Baldwin had most 
of the A and B riders late. The clock 
was also off a minute much to the^ 
embarrassment- of the crack check 
crew. The course then went East across 
Bessemer Mine Road which led into a 
fast 32 mph section: A check at the 
start of the section made sure that a 
rider couldn’t gamble and come into 
the section a little early to try for an 
advantage. A posted sign which stated 
“SPECIAL TEST SECTION” cleared 
up any doubts whether this was the 
section designed to take away points. 
And it did. Tullis had the fastest score 
on his little four stroke with Webb 
about 10 seconds behind. The Enduro 
Squid surprised everyone including 
himself with the third best special test 
score.. Team Honda's Rick Munyon 
was expected to do well but killed the 
engine when it loaded up and then 
had the kickstarter jam up in a bent 
footpeg which cost him valuable 
points. Mike Godfrey (Mai) missed a 
turn and ran up into a wrong canyon 
which cost him points. When Munyon 
got going again a slower rider wouldn't 
let him pass (the section was extremely 
tight), Rick finally stuffed it under the 
guy MX style in a turn. The rider, 
Tom Trudeau (Yam) apparently took 
offense and waited for Rick near the 
finish. Along came Fred Hayes on his 
XR-250 dressed similar to Rick and 
Trudeau centerpunched _ Hayes, 
knocking them both down! Trudeau 
got a closer look and told Hayes, 
"Oops, sorry, you're not the guy.” 
What Trudeau got out of it was a 
disqualification from the club for 





unsportsmanlike conduct. He is 
extremely fortunate that Hayes was 
not hurt. 

The second loop consisted of wet 
sand *(good news), whoopers (bad 
news) and rocks (more bad news). And 
it was fast. The average "A" score was 
probably around 10 points while the 
average "B" score was around 20. 
About six miles from the finish, a 
check back into the same special test 
section (backwards) along with 
another "SPECIAL TEST" sign 
psyched out a lot of riders and they 
didn't realize this time the speed 
average was only 18 mph instead of the 
32 mph earlier. Rick Munyon hit the 
check at the end of the section three 
minutes early, while Tullis lost the 
enduro with a  two-minutes-early 
penalty. Mark Heacox (Hus) could 
have won also but he hit the check just 
one minute early and it was enough to 
cost him the victory also. Webb hit it 
on time and ended up with the win. 

Ken Lewis Jr. was riding on minute 
one on his brand new DMG 450 
Maico. When Tullis got around him 
riding his little 185 Honda Thumper, 
Ken put the Maico to the stops trying 
to catch Tullis, Surprise... Tullis stayed 
in front of him! Ken now respects the 
little four stroke a whole lot, not to 
mention Tullis’ riding ability. Randy 
Liebig (KTM). took second overall, 
capping a fine year in his first “A” 
season. Randy looks to be the 250cc 
number two rider behind Mike 
Adams. : 

Harry Keast (Mai) took third 
overall, first Senior and will wear the 
number one Senior plate next year. 
Tullis wrapped up his 200cc class 
number one plate also. Final points 
tabulation will determine the Open 
class number one but Ken Lewis Jr. 
looks to be the favorite. Tracy Walters 
dominated the B riders and earned a 
transfer to A rider for the next season. 
Tracy dropped just seven points in a 
fine ride.

Baja. November 10th. A great day for Goodyear. Walker Evans 
won Class 8 of the Baja 1000 on Wrangler radials. And 
Husqvarna teammates Larry Roeseler and Jack Johnson won 
both overall and Class 22. 

Their rear tire was the same one you can buy for your 
bike—the Goodyear Eagle M/X II. 

Roeseler and Johnson started the race in ninth position. 
Roeseler took the first leg of the ride, and overtook the lead 
bike 20 miles into the torturous Baja course. 200 miles into the 
race, he turned the Husqvarna over to Johnson. 

Johnson ran the next 150 miles. The Eagle M/X II's rugged 
nylon cord body worked efficiently under the stress of Baja's 
rocks, washes, sand and hard-pack, as Johnson wove his way 
along the base of the mountains, through Arroyo Matomi, up 
past the sulphur mines and into San Felipe. 

Roeseler then took the ride across Laguna Diablo and into 
San Matias pass. The M/X II's tall, tapered lugs dug in, on both 
asthe desert floor of the dry lake and the up-and-down rain- 
slickened passes of the Baja mountains. By the time. he hit 
Checkpoint 9, Roeseler had a one-hour lead—which he con-

tinued to stretch until he dislocated his knee in a driving rain- 
storm 30 miles outside Valle de. Trinidad. 

Johnson covered the last 150 miles, roaring into Ensenada 
at 4:41 p.m. The Eagle's sidewalls absorbed the shock of the 
entire course without damage. 

The Eagle M/X II rear helped Baja winners Roeseler and 
Johnson get the most from their riding skills. It will do the 
same for you.

The new U.S. National trials 
champ set Europe on its ear

"It was a little bit scary there, a good series 
that was close—super close," commented 


Bernie Schreiber, 


the new AMA/NATC 


National Observed Trials Champion. Several 


weeks earlier, he'd dramatically 
won the title by one point over 
Lane Leavitt, after winning the 
last two rounds. This was in 


addition to his spectacular showing in 
the World Championship Observed 
Trials Series where he scored wins in 
four rounds, after a slow start, to 
finish third in the final points tally 
behind Finland's Yrjo Vesterinen and 
England's Martin Lampkin, both 
fellow Bultaco riders. 

What was even more significant 
about Schreiber's National success was 
that he missed two rounds, one due to 
injury and another due to a scheduling 
conflict with one of the World rounds. 
Bernie added, "And I didn't finish 
that one back-east in Massachusetts. 
Missed that by one minute. The one I 
rode the day after I missed one (due 
to the foot injury) I got a third. That 
didn't help me." 


Sitting іп the comfortable 
LaCrescenta, California home where 
he lives with his parents when he’s not 
traveling in Europe, Bernie reflected 
оп the past season and some of his 
plans for next year. 


As to what made the difference 
between the first three rounds— 
disappointing finishes in Ireland, 
England and Belgium—and the next 
four rounds—wins in France, Spain, 


America and Italy — Schreiber 
replied, "I'd been practicing a lot 
when I got to Europe. I was practicing 
as much as I could, almost every day. I 
got kind of burned out. 


"Before Belgium I just rode every 
day in the mud. By the time the trial 
came I didn’t even want to ride my 
bike anymore. Plus, riding in the mud 
every day ruined the bike. I just 
bombed out. After that, I didn’t touch 
my bike until the morning of the 
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Bernie also did submarine duty in a local V.O.T.E. trials. 


French round. Well, I prepared it 
during the week at the factory and 
took it to France. I rode and I won. It 
was a strange thing. 

“1 had practiced too much and I 
needed a break. I couldn't wait to ride 
my bike after that. Now I don't 
practice nearly as much as I used to; 
once or twice a week at the most. Only 
till you feel you're in good form." 
` When he finished the French round, 
did he think he had won? "I didn't 
really know. There were three loops 
and I'd been leading the first two, but 
I didn't realize it. After I won the first, 
it seemed like the other wins came 
easier. I didn't have to work as hard. 
Like Spain, where I didn't really 
expect to win. I was simply out there 
trying. It came easily; it seemed like 
I'd won easily. I didn't put forth the 
same effort that I did in France." 

Commenting on the types and diffi- 
culties of observed sections in Europe, 
Schreiber said, "There's a lot of mud, 
a lot of big steps and tight turns. 
When you've got mud, it'll be right 
before something difficult. A tight 
turn in the mud and then right up a 
big step or something like that. The 
weather conditions are a lot worse, the 
loops are longer and the times are 
tighter. 

“Some sections get easier (inthe 
course of a trail), like sandy sections. 
Mud and tree root sections are the 
ones that get worse. The mudhole gets 
deeper, throws mud on the tree roots 
and you can't even get through it. Some- 
times your starting number is really 
important. “Eighty percent of the time 
I know I'm not going to go the same 
way as Vesterinen. He'll go one way 
and I'll go another and we'll both end 





up with cleans. Riders pick different: 
lines." 

Schreiber likes European trials: 
because he likes a difficult event.) 
“They're good trials, all of them. None! 
of them compare to the Nationals. I’ve 
ridden better local trials than I have 
Nationals. Next year I'm going to put 
on a European Experts-only trial near 
Littlerock. It’s going to be an annual 
thing. Last year I put on a trial at 
Gorman and I won with 87 points. 
Marland (Whaley) got second with 95. 
That was the best, hardest trial of the 
year. Pretty difficult.” 

Bernie did have some good words 
for the final National round, the Dixie’ 
National held in Alabama. “That was 
the hardest National I've ever ridden. 
It was a good trial; like 20 sections on 
an 18 mile loop that I rode three 
times. The loop was really hard. A lot 
of switchbacks, downhills and rocks. 
Most loops are a lot of fireroads or 
something like that. 

"The American world round was 
the easiest trial of the world series. It 
was a good trial, pretty well organized, 
except that it was just too easy." 

Soft-spoken Schreiber is fiercely 
loyal to Bultaco and has a good relation 
going with the Spanish marque. “This 
year was good and next year will be 
better. I get along fine with Mr: 
Bulto... Bultaco's the best trials bike. | 
There's not a better bike out there. If 1 
can’t win the championship on that, 
I'll never win it on anything. Bultaco 
was 1-2-3 this year.” 

He also has a good relation going 
with his main competition for the 
world title, Lampkin and Vesterinen. 
"Lampkin took my bike to the last 
three rounds. I just flew in. He had the , 








bike prepared at Comerford's (the 


English Bultaco importer), went back 


and got it and took it to Sweden and 
then I travelled with him to Finland. 
After Finland he took my bike back 
and I flew back. He brought my bike 
to Czechoslovakia and I flew to Czecho- 
slovakia, and he took my bike back 
after that. I get along with the riders 
really good. 

“The hardest sections I've ridden 
are at Vesterinens home on his 
practice grounds. I think that's where 
my bike's been broken the most." 

Schreibers third assault on the 
World Trials crown will begin early 
next year. "I'm leaving to start the 
series in January. I'm doing a five-day 
show in Amsterdam and then I'm 
going to stay in England and ride some 
trials there. The series starts in 
February, in Ireland, and then goes to 
England so it'll help me out to be there 
early. Last year I bombed; that's 
where I lost the championship. 

"I've got a van now in England. I'm 
going to be going through Comer- 
ford’ International. -Thats the 
English Bultaco importer and that's 
where I'm going to be based for next 
year... that should help me a lot." 

Though Bernie is not involved in 
miuch research and development work 
for: Bultaco, he does have a feel for 
developing equipment. "They had a 
new shock out. It was an air shock but 
I:didn't use it. The first time I tried it, 
which was before the Spanish round, I 
told. Mr. Bulto that it was junk. 
Useless. Lampkin and Vesterinen 
ended up using it, I guess, but now 
they're back on the standard shock. 

"I fooled around with shocks for 
Hatch Distributing and for Works 
Performance and now I might build a 
trials shock for Luft, I don't know. It's 
hard to get a trials shock the right way. 
Air is not the right system; I already 
knew it wouldn't work. A trials shock 
has to be thin, all oil, no gas or air, 
light, with a soft progressive spring. If 
it isn't like that it isn't going to work." 

Though the sport of observed trials 
isnt growing like some thought it 
would, Bernie is confident about its 
future. "It's going up. It’s not really 
growing very big here, but it's circu- 
lating.

SUPERSTITION MTN, CA, NOV. 19 
Dan Dibb, aboard a 250cc 
Yamaha, notched his first over- 
all win in Imperial Valley M.C.'s 
point to point desert race. Tired 
of the round-de-rounds, riders provided 
a good turnout for the 85-mile cross 
country run.

Dibb, Eddy, Ribley and 
a movin' Kirk Kontiles were dicing it 
out. Dibb got by Eddy at Corizzo 
Wash; Ribley with two broken toes was 
hanging in there in the dirt. 

At this point the riders begin to 
spread out and many got lost. Later 
course sweepers found nine markers 
shot down with bird shot. Dibb, with 
the lead now, found himself 
wandering around where the markers 
were down but got a sign from the sky 
— the red and white spotter plane 
headed after him, promptly picking 
up the course. 

Claude Maynard, gassing it in pursuit 
of Ribley and Kontiles, passed the 
trestle, charging straight ahead. Adist 
followed. A little further along, Adsit, 
in Maynard's dust, realized they were 
off course. He returned to the tressle to 
pick it up while Maynard took the 
desert route in his haste, missing check 
two. Cecil Oswald was dicing it with 
Don Mathews and Mike Harper; all 
got past Adsit in the tressel trip. Paul 
Ahrens, 1 250cc Novice, was eighth at 
the gas pit, moving steadily along. 
Little did he know the bikes closest to 
him now was Paul Threlkeld, same 
class. They finished Ahrens a jump 
ahead and Threlkeld in a solid second 
class win. 

While problems and lady luck 
finished Rick Finger and Randy 
Hollenbeck this trip, their fathers were 
ahead of the game. Cecil Hollenbeck 
won the Senior class and Joe Finger 
was first Open Amateur. Asked who 
got started in bikes, him or Rick, and 
in a soft, southern-gentlemanly drawl 
he replied, "Rick started out. I just 
ride a little to pick him up if he needs 
me.

As Welk was going 
into the fourth lap, he turned his 
head, hitting a berm and twisted 
himself like a pretzel. Adsit soon 
regained the lead after Welk went out 
on the fourth lap. The Randy 
Hollenbeck/Paul Trelkeld team diced 
the whole eight laps with Adsit/Ribley, 
interchanging positions through the 
first two laps. After that it was Adsit/ 
Ribley over Hollenbeck/Trelkeld. 
After a long absence Rick Secor, 
teamed with Paul Eddy, gave the war 
a tough battle, lodging between Adsit/ 
Ribley and Hollenbeck/Threlkeld in 
second place on the fourth lap. On the 
fifth lap Secor made way for Greg 
Meyer and Don Campbell who were 
perched between Hollenbeck and 
Secor,

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Truns-AMA Bike Test 


Bob Hannah's factory 
OLW-35B-810 Yamaha 


By Jim Gianatsis 


his was it. THE BIKE. The 
machine which dominated 


motocross during the 1978 
-racing season. In the hands of 
Heikki Mikkola it took the Flying Finn 
to his second consecutive 500cc World 
Championship. In America, it gave 
Rick Burgett and Rex Staten the top 
two positions in the 500cc National 
Championship. And in the hands of 
Bob "Hurricane" Hannah it brought 
the Trans-AMA Series championship 
home to stay, with Rocket Rex once 
again playing backup. 

No machine has been more suc- 
cessful and so totally dominant in one 
season of racing than Yamaha's exotic 
425cc works motocrosser, Bob Han- 
nah's winning OW-39B-810 factory 
Yamaha. My thanks go to Bob, 
mechanic Keith, and Yamaha Inter- 
national competition director Dave 
Tucker for allowing me to put their 


multi-thousand dollar weapon to the 
ultimate test fifteen minutes of 
thrashing by the Greek on the Lake 
Whitney Cycle Ranch Trans-AMA 
course, just minutes after Bob had 
used the bike to clinch his title. 

The OW-39B is quite similar to the 
OW-38B, Bob’s 250cc National and 
Supercross bike I tested for Cycle News 
this past summer. The chassis and the 
suspension, except for the amount of 
travel, are identical between the two. 

The OW-38/39 was a complete re- 
design to a more conventional all-tube 
unit, welded up of 4130 chrome-moly 
steel. The first OWs featured a nearly 
complete stamped-steel monocoque 
frame which housed eveything from 
the monoshock to the airfilter. Only 
the front frame downtubes which 
cradled the engine were of actual 
seamless tubing. Over a period of four 
years, though, sections of the mono- 
coque were gradually replaced by 
more tubing, until 1977, when only 
the backbone section which enclosed 





the monoshock was left. 

Reasons for reverting back to a tube 
frame of the old YZ days were 
numerous. Though a monocoque 
chassis has an extremely high strength 
to weight ratio compared to a tube 
frame, the fact that aluminum can’t 
be used as the monocoque material as 
in race cars where the chassis loading 
is less and there. is more area to distri- 
bute forces, meant the steel 
monocoque frame of the Yamaha had 
to be somewhat heavier than a conven- 
tional tube type frame. Monocoque 
frames have too much torsional 
rigidity as well, and in motocross 
design it has been proven that a frame 
which flexes actually handles better 
and is less prone to breaking than a 
totally rigid design. 

What finally brought an end to the 
mionocoque frame was the design of a 
new, much shorter monoshock by 
Yamaha. By making the monoshock 
shorter, the. frame backbone didn't 
have to enclose the shock, and this 


meant the.shock could run much 
cooler. Keeping the monoshock cool to 


‘prevent fade is one problem Yamaha 


has been fighting as rear wheel travel 
continues to increase each year. 

With their new monoshock design, 
Yamaha was able to ‘correct two 
problems at once, increasing travel 
and keeping the shock cool. Hand- 
machined out of aluminum, the 
monoshock is a conventional- deCar- 
bon design utilizing a frame-mounted 
reservior where the floating piston is 
located. Past problems with cooling 
and reliability are now totally solved. 

The Yamaha monoshock is not ad- 
justable for damping, as the entire 
shock has to be replaced to effect a 
damping change. But this usually isn't 
necessary once Bob selects the dam- 
ping characteristics he. likes for his 
bike at the beginning of a series like 
the Trans-AMA. 

Springing on the monoshock is han- 
dled by a progressive coil-over spring. 
It is a true progressive rate design, acid 





dipped at each end to decrease 
diameter and allow variable com- 
pression rates from soft to firm. Other 

| than bikes using an air shock, Yamaha 
has the only true variably progressive 
rear suspension. Adjustments are 
available for ride height with a 
threaded spring seat on the shock 
body, and shaft travel may be adjusted 
as well to offer different amounts of 
rear wheel travel. 

Up front are KYB built works air/ 
spring forks. These have hefty 38mm 
tubes. The top triple clamp on the 
fork is magnesium, with the handlebar 
mounts located in rubber damping. 
The bottom clamp is aluminum and it 
has an aluminum steering stem 
through the frame head with Timken 
roller bearings. 

I had only two complaints with 
Hannah's 250cc bike when I rode it 
this past summer. One we'll get to in a 
moment; the other concerned the 
amount of suspension travel. He was 
running only 10.5 inches of travel on 
his OW at the time, and while the 
components themselves performed ex- 
ceptionally, well, the travel seemed too 
short, and I mentioned it needed an 

| additional inch to cope with really 

| rough sections. With his Trans-AMA 
bike Bob has gone to 11.5 inches of 
travel at each end, similar to what 
Heikki Mikkola and the other Team 
Yamaha riders are using. 

With this one additional inch of 
travel, the OW-39B seems to be at the 
head of its class in the suspension 

| department. The front forks. were 
equal to the KYB units of nearly 
similar design on the factory Kawasaki 
and Suzuki, but (at the rear of the 
bike) the Yamaha monoshock made 
all the difference when compared to 


the other factory bikes. The pro- 
gressive rate suspension worked 
smoothly - you could feel it working - 
following every contour on the smaller 
shudder bumps instead of skipping 
across. While on the bigger fifth-gear 
whoops, the bike could be slammed 
across them wide open without any 
fear of the rear end kicking back...just 
sucking itself into the Lake Whitney 
bomb craters like it was Tony D's oat- 
meal. Without a doubt, Bob's bike 
had the best suspension of all the 
Trans-AMA bikes tested. 

The OW-39B also has a new engine 
design over the previous season. 
Capacity is increased from 400 to 
425cc inside the lightweight chrome 
plated bore/aluminum cylinder. The 
magnesium sand cast engine cases 
are more compact and lighter, with 
the countershaft of the transmission 
relocated closer to the rear of the 
cases, and hence, the swingarm pivot. 
Where the 250cc works bike needed a 
6-speed close ratio transmission, the 
425cc bike gets by quite nicely with 
what felt like a more widely spaced out 
5-speed. 

Carburetion is a 38mm Mikuni 
pumping its way through Yamaha's 
normal torque induction. Though ac- 
tual port timing specifications aren't 
the same as the production YZ-400, 
the general porting design and num- 
ber of transfer ports is similar to the 
production bikes. 

One innovation which hasn't ap- 
peared on the works bikes yet, but I've 
been hearing hints of, is some type of 
exhaust port valve. Such a device is 
reportedly alreadv'in use on the fac- 
tory 750cc road racers and could find 
its way to the motocross bikes, perhaps 
beginningon the Open class bikes this 
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coming year. Such a device could 
revolutionize two-stroke motocross, as 
the exhaust port valve actually alters 
exhaust port timing according to 
engine rpm to allow a broader power- 
band. 

The other complaint which I had 
against Bob's 250cc bike, which I 
mentioned. earlier that I'd get to, con- 
cerned the powerband. The bike was a 
very low revver, pulling strongly at low 
rpm's, but falling flat on its face at 
anything over 6,000 rpm. I figured 
with the Open class bike the situation 
would be even worse, that it would be 
a real short-shifter requiring a lot of 
work to keep it pumping. But the low- 
rpm cylinder on Bob's 250cc bike had 
been his own choice and wasn’t 
peculiar to what other riders like 
Pierre and Rickey were using in the 
stadiums. 

Bob's OW-39B was similar to 


| Heikki's bike, and in that it loved to be 


revved...the throttle pegged out and 
the motor allowed to scream its guts 
out when it wanted to. It had the 
highest rpm range of any Open class 
bike, coming on the boil like a strorig- 
running 250cc bike around 4,000 rpm 
and pulling well up to 8,000. It could 
be lugged down lower if needed, but it 
would never fall down below 4,000 
rpm if you kept up with your shifts like 
you should. If you did get down too low, 
rather than try and pull it out with just 
the throttle like would have been easy 
with the Maico 450 or Suzuki 420, the 
Yamaha requires the ol' Hannah clutch 
fanning technique to blast its way out 
of a corner quickly. 

In this respect it surprised me that 
the 425cc Yamaha wasn't as powerful 
as a World Championship machine 
might be expected to be. Using full 
throttle to get from one turn to the 
next was normal procedure. Whereas 
the Honda 450s have a reputation for 
being more than a handful, and even 
the RN-420 Suzuki could be a little bit 
scarey if you nailed full throttle and it 
found full traction all at the same 


In the weight department, the 
OW39B is the flyweight contender. It 
stands just fractions above the FIM 


minimum weight limit of 217 pounds 
without fuss. There are no titanium 
nuts and bolts on the Yamaha to ac- 
complish this feat, either; where the 
RN-420 Suzuki, the second lightest 
of our Open class test bikes at 221 
pounds, resorted to titanium for nearly 
every hard metal part outside the 
engine. 

Much of the Yamaha's weight 
savings is due to the small magnesium 
conical brake hubs, laced up to ultra- 
strong Sun rims. But despite their 
minute proportions, the Yamaha's 
brakes proved to be another one of the 
bike's strong points. They even hauled 
the bike down faster, with less effort 
required, than the huge magnesium 
full-width units on the works Suzukis. 
This is definitely an area where the 
Suzukis could stand some improve- 
ment, either in better brake shoe 
material or hub materials which don't 
distort, because even though the 
Suzukis RNs don't need to be much 
lighter, they are handicapping them- 
selves with a lot of unsprung weight. 

There are a couple of nice goodies 
on the works OW which have found 
their way to the production YZs. One 
is the full-floating rear brake. The 
other is the countershaft sprocket/ 
swingarm pivot location, which is so 
perfect there is no need for a chain 
tensioner, just a strong aluminum 
chain guide near the rear sprocket. 
Chain derailments have caused 
problems with other bikes, but not 
with the new Yamahas. 

When it came down to turning in a 
few hot laps on Hannah's OW-89B, I 
found it to be the ideal bike for me. 
The stuff motocross dreams are made 
of. I already mentioned that, thanks to 
the highly refined works monoshock 
suspension, the OW-39B had the best 
suspension of any of the bikes tested. 

But I also like the handling charac- 


teristics as well. On Bob's 250cc bike, I 
mentioned the bike felt top-heavy 
because of the monoshock unit sitting 
up high above the smaller 
displacement engine. But with the 
OW-39B, the additional 20 pounds of 
weight in the bike is all in the 425cc 
engine, which in effect helps to lower 
the center of gravity of the bike and 
negates the top-heavy feeling of the 


:monoshock. 


The works OW-39 B also continues 
the Yamaha tradition of being a 
moderately biased rear end handler. It 
wants to keep a light front end and 
conducts all its handling inputs to the 
ground with the rear wheel. This rear 


wheel handling bias of the Yamaha : 


isn't as extreme as on a Husky like 
Chuck Sun's 390 CR production bike 
we tested, but it does come close. The 
front wheel likes to wing its way 
through the air more than Hannah 
usually lets it. This Husqvarna han- 
dling trait has been evident in the 
works Yamahas since the beginning 
and can be credited directly to the 
development input of the ex-Husky 
factory riders beginning with Torsten 
Hallman, then Hakkan Anderson, 
Chris Hammergren and Pierre Kars- 
makers, and now Heikki Mikkola. 
Imagine what a wrench in the cogs of 
Yamah development Ake Jonsson was 
when he was hired away from Maico: a 
bike with totally opposite front-end 
handling characteristics) No wonder 
Ake tried in vain to convert his 
Yamaha back over to a Maico, first 
with Maico forks, and then with a 
Maico frame design using conven- 
tional rear shocks, as well as a monster 
500cc YZ engine! 

When it comes to drawing any con- 
clusions between all the factory bikes 
tested, l'd have to judge the Suzuki 
RN-420 as the best bike. Its handling 
characteristics are totally neutral, 
allowing it to compromise itself the 
best for whatever track conditions it 
might be put up against and suit itself 
for whatever riding style might be 


used. It had the uncanny ability to 
track off-camber lines on hills like the 
proverbial “on rails.” The Suzuki also 
had the best powerband - lots of low- 
end grunt like the 450 Maico when 
needed, but it could also be a snappy 
and powerful quick revver when the 
throttle was used briskly. 


Despite the fact the Suzuki was 
probably the ideal bike, I found myself 
favoring Hannah’s OW-39B com- 
pletely as the one bike I liked the best. 
The light front end, fantastic suspen- 
sion, and a powerband I can get lazy 
with and let it scream without fear of 
retaliation are all things I look for in a 
motocross bike. 

Chuck Sun's 390 CR Husky was the 
one Open class bike which seemed a 
close match to Hannah’s bike. Slightly 
heavier by about ten pounds, the 
Husky actually has a little better 
powerband than the Yamaha with 
stronger and more controlable low- 
end punch. 

It was exciting to be able to test all 
the factory bikes, with the exception of 
Honda’s RC450. But I did ride their 


| RC-400 last year and Honda may be 


going back to the RC-400 for the 1979 
season in order to have a bike that is 
easier to ride than the possibly over- 
potent 450cc bike. Each of the bikes I 
rode exhibited distinct personalities 
and each offered advantages in some 
situations, while some may have 
proved at a disadvantage in others. 
What it all comes down to is choosing 
the production-related bike which 
suits your: riding style and your 
budget. Some of the bikes like the 
Maico and the Husky are nearly iden- 
tical in stock form to their factory race 
team counterparts, while other bikes 
like the new Suzuki RM, Kawasaki KX 
and Yamaha YZ can be raced com- 
petitively in stock form in local com- 
petition. But to make these bikes 
nearly equal to their works bikes cour- 
terparts, major changes still need to be 
made in most instances to improve 
their stock suspension. .

motorcycle used off-road and in 
competition and is not confined to 
desert or motocross but includes 
enduros all over the country and trials. 

Before these machines get as 
severely regulated as is indicated by 
the 1983 regulations, other industries 
will have to fall as well; such as chain 
saws, lawn mowers, and other 
industrial equipment using gasoline 
powered engines. This ought to kill the 
Long Beach Grand Prix as well as all 
other motorsport racing. 

Try to get a judge to put a restraint 
on the Long Beach Grand Prix or the 
Ontario 500 for engine emission; he 
would laugh you out of court. 

We need to take the offensive 
instead of always the defensive. As a 
voice of the motorcyclists, you could d Et 
have had headlines more like, “Ha ha! y

tax deductible since a large percentage 
of their money is spent in political 
channels.

And it is no 
more absurd than trying to put 
emissions controls on off-road 
motorcycles while leaving out chain 
saws and lawn mowers which get used 
a lot more than a few motorcycles 
representing barely three percent of 
[the population. 

We are going to have to stop the 
BLM whatever it takes to do the job. A 
businessman doesn't always succeed 
just because he does his best, 
sometimes he has to do whatever the 
job requires.

Dave Eropkin blasted his White 
Brothers sponsored Yamaha 
through two first place motos for 
a clean sweep overall victory in 
the 250cc Pro race at Racing World.

opening lap Draskovich nudged 
himself into a position just ahead of 
brother-in-law Potts and lap by lap 
they together ran around the entire 
field full of racers which separated 
them from the money.

Canyon Raceway opened the 
motocross track under new

Gibboney dropped out in the later 
laps, giving Adrian Hernandez (Suz) 
an easy path to fourth place. 

If Gray ran a good first moto, he ran 
a great second moto. The holeshot 
once again fell into his eager hands 
and then he waltzed away from the 
rest of the pack. Scheidler was in 


second again with Barrow right 
behind. The race for the number two 
spot was much closer this time. 
Scheidler held it all the way to the 
ninth lap when lapped riders began to 
slow his pace. Barrow was on the ball 


and when he saw an opening he put it 


to good use. The last moto order and 
the overall results were identical with 
Gray in front followed by Barrow and 
Scheidler. 

Danny Burtt took his Redlands 
Suzuki/Ivan Burtt prepared RM to 
first 250cc Pro in spite of some formid- 
able competition from Craig Gormley 
(Yam). The first lap of round one saw 
a three way dice for the lead between 
Mike Dickherber (Suz) Burtt and 
Gormley. Burtt managed to squeeze 
past Dickherber for first, but he could 
not pull away from either of his 
opponents. To make the race even 
closer, David Hopkins (Suz) was 
lurking not so far behind, waiting for 
an opening. On the third lap, Burtt 
lost the lead to Gormley: The two 
riders seemed almost evenly matched 
and at times it was hard to tell just who 
was leading. Burtt, however, was 
safely in the lead again by the fifth 
lap. A few laps afterwards, the posi- 
tions began to stabilize. Both Gormley 
and Dickherber seemed to lack what 
Burtt had in endurance. Hopkins was 
also slowing due to a bent brake lever. 
By the time the checkers came out, 
Burtt had a comfortable lead. 

In round two, it was the same story. 
There was some serious dicing in the 
early laps, but Burtt was soon on top. 
On lap six, the order was identical to 
moto one, with Gormley, Dickherber 
and Hopkins pulling away from every- 
one else. As the race came into the 


~ final laps, Gormley was making a last 


ditch effort to catch up to Burtt which 
resulted in a hard get-off. Gormley 
remounted, but the best he could do 
was seventh. Overall results went 
Burtt, Dickherber, Hopkins, Gormley 
and Chris Tarvin (Hon).

Bauer, Denton, 
Marino collect at 
DeAnza $1000 MX

SUNNYMEAD, CA, NOV. 19 

DG's Steve Bauer put in a hard 
day’s work with his Tim Buck- 
tuned Yamaha to clinch top 
money in DeAnza’s 250cc Pro 
class. The $1000 purse being offered 
drew a host of talent to Sunnymead, 
but nobody could match Bauer's 
consistency or his determination. 

When the flag dropped for moto 
one, it was Gary Denton of Suzuki 
West who beat 34 other trigger happy 
Pros to the draw. 

Kenny Zahrt (C-A), Pryor Campbell 
(Hon), Arden Hadley (Mai), and 
Rodney Brand (Hon) argued over 
second place. Within one lap, 
however, Bauer settled the dispute by 
passing all four of them and setting 
out after Denton. Bauer was unques- 
tionably the fastest rider on the track. 
It took him only two laps to put 
himself in front of the pack, and once 
he was there he didn't look back. 

In the meantime, the battle for 
third was still hot behind Denton. 
Brand got around Zahrt and then 
Kurt Sofka (C-A) managed to do the 
same. Zahrt was apparently having 
troubles with his mount and he retired 
on the next lap, letting Hadley inherit 
his spot. Sofka and Brand then 
became the best match on the track. 
Sofka managed to edge his way past 
Brand on the seventh lap and then 
suddenly found himself in second 
place as Denton dropped out of the 
race. The motocross gods must have 
been smiling on Sofka, because on the 
very next lap, Bauer, who had long 
since been out of sight, tangled with a 
lapped rider and went down. Sofka 
was then in the lead, but Brand saw to 
it that his reign was short lived. Brand, 
who rides for Holiday Honda, put his 
machine in high gear and moved into 
the lead on the 11th lap. While those 





two were going for it, Bauer was 
recovering from his get-off. He was 
still in third place, but nearly 20 
seconds behind the leaders. Once 
again, Bauer demonstrated just what 
he was capable of as he gobbled up the 
space in two laps. One lap before the 
white flag came out, he passed Sofka 
for second place. Brand took the first 
moto win with Bauer in second, Sofka 
third, Craig Gormley (Yam) fourth 
and Hadley, who ran into more than 
his share of troubles, in fifth. 

In round two, Brand was anxious to 
prove he could do it again and he 


pulled a strong holeshot. Bauer was ' 


right on his tail with Dave Eropkin 
(Yam) and Hadley also bouncing 
around in the forerunners. By the 
third lap, Brand and Bauer had put 
themselves comfortably in the lead 
while John Atwood (Mai) managed to 
take third place away from Eropkin. 
Brand was pushing himself to the 
limit. He searched everywhere for the 
extra little bit of speed that would help 
him pull away from Bauer, but the DG 
rider remained glued to his rear 
fender. On the fourth lap, Brand went 
into a turn too fast and got totally 
sideways. Bauer was just a little too 
close and he nicked Brand's rear wheel 
and crashed. Bauer frantically got up 
and remounted his Yamaha, but seven 
riders had passed him. The lead was 
then firmly in the hands of Brand, but 
there was still a close race for second. 
Hadley got his act together after some 
difficulties in the early laps and soon 
he was the hottest rider on the track. 
He picked off riders left and right, 
eventually working his way into 
second, where he slowly began to gain 
on the leader. Brand's pace was 
slowing down. He apparently thought 
that he could take it easy for a couple 
of laps and take an easy win. On the 
12th lap Hadley proved he was wrong 
and took the lead for himself. Brand 
was still first in line for the money, 
though, and with only three laps to go 
he wasn’t going to take any chances. It 
was on the very next lap that Bauer 
came out of nowhere and edged past 
Brand for second place and first 
overall. He had worked hard making 
up for his crash and it paid off just 
before the white flag came out. Final 
standings went Bauer, Brand, Hadley, 
Sofka and Gormley. 

Hadley was one of the fastest riders 
there and he proved it by running 
away with the first Open Pro moto. 
From start to finish, Hadley was all by 
himself while Bob Marino (Yam)

Danny Burtt (Suz) Open "A" team. а 
and Work Shoes spent most of the early laps in traffic, This year, instead of Stateline to Las 
Work Shoes Unlimited but soon he broke free and nailed Vegas, the enduro started and ended 


at Jean dry lake. This eliminated some 
of last year's problems for drivers, pits 
and the traffic at the finish. 

The first loop was 39.7 miles long 
with speeds ranging from 15 to 24 
mph. Its: chilly start began on the 
south side of the lake then snaked off 
into the hostile Nevada desert. It 
seemed the area was determined to 
keep its infamous reputation as "the 
old tire flattener." 

The course wound through 
mountains, sand, rocks and cactus to 
the Stateline dry lake for a gas stop. 
Once out of the pits, it was a fast 24 
mph section down a fireroad. Then it 
was back into the mountains, up a 
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steep rocky hill and a five-mile stretch 
into home. 

Many of the more experienced first 
loop riders found this to be a well laid- 
out challenge. The less experienced 
found it to be a new chapter in “how to 
ride an enduro." 


Debbie Owens (250cc A class) came 


the closest to meeting the challenge 
with a score of 0-31, ог а loss of one 
second at the tie-breaker check. Steve 
Jensen (-16 C) was second with a 1-38 
followed by Scott Hopkins (-16 C) with 
a 1-44. 

Scott's 12-year-old sister, Shauna, 
thought she was running first 80cc in 
spite of her rear flat tire. But, 
unfortunately, after she had climbed 
the steep rocky hill into check B, the 
tie breaker, she realized she had 
missed check A. At this point Keith 
Senn took over first 80cc with a 2-26. 

I was surprised to see 59-year-old 
Elsie Taylor riding on line 12. 
Although the smiling Corona resident 
finished late, she was quite proud of 
her two grandsons, Bob and Steve 
Brown. The pair rode both loops with 
a loss of only eight seconds each. 

The 46-mile second loop started on 
the north side of the lake and had its 
gas stop at 34.4 miles.

The 
second loop wasn't that much harder 
than the first which was the longest 
first loop I've ever ridden. Overall, I 
thought it was a lot of fun and I liked 
the speeds, 12 to 24 mph. But 
honestly, it wasn't as easy as Ron 
makes it sound.” 

Evidently, Serrato, Leonte and their 
partner, Larry Robertson, had very 
few problems. With a combined score 
of six points, they captured the three 
man team brass. 

Two guys whe didn’t team but 
should have were Craig and Dan 
Cleveland. Their combined score was 
two seconds off (one each). This put 
them in a tie for second overall. 

Opinions varied greatly but Medical 
Coordinator Fred Holcomb said, “It 
was truly a rider’s delight. Many, 
many compliments, very few 
complaints and’ most of all, no 
injuries, That makes any event a good 
one.”

Marshall snares

WILSEYVILLE, CA, NOV. 19 
Rabbit racing would probably 
go against the better wishes of 
the Sierra Club, but hare scram- 
bles racing through the lower 
regions of the Sierras was the hot set 
up. Charlie Marshall extended his 
hold on the number one Cross Country 
plate in D-36 by beating out Gary 
Vanderpool in the Open Expert event 
and took home the overall trophy, a 
wood carved four-foot rabbit.

Fred Bellman on the Nelson Bros. 
Husky took the third spot overall in his 
first big event since meeting up with 
the wrong tree in an Alabama forest 
two years ago. Joe Cody was_ the first 
Junior over Jim Cushing and Doug 
Murphy. 

Once again the Open class was the 
big run of the meet and all the big 
boys were lined up for the Expert 
struggle. Chris Carter, back to defend 
his last year’s win, was suffering with a 
severely stiff neck and injuries from 
the ISDT wars that hadn't fully fixed 
themselves yet. Gary Vanderpool 
found himself some 17 points down to 
Charlie Marshall in his defense of the 
number one Yellow Plate. Rick 
Hocking and Dave Longcor were back 
to try and relive that famous year 
when they split a pair of wins, along 
with a veritable host of the cream of 
the NorCal crop. 

At the shotgun blast it was Vande 
pool on the ND sparked San Mateo 
Yamaha just a nip ahead of about 15 
riders with notables Hocking . and 
Marshall in the back. Just past the 
outside check Marshall worked 
through the pack into third while 
Longcor took the EüroMart. Maico 
into the lead. Vanderpool couldn't 
hold Marshall's Automatic Carmichael 
Honda/Husky back but held very 
consistent times throughout. Phil 
Jacobson moved right up to fourth 
with Carter holding down fifth until 
shortly after the start of the second lap 
when he bailed and retired. 

Longcor's muffler came awry on the 
second lap and cut just enough speed 
off to let Marshall take the lead by two 
minutes. That gave the Hi-Point Pro- 
ducts team something to cheer about 
while the Cycle Center team was busy 
doing most of the Maico stops as Hock- 
ing moved into third and Vanderpool 
up to second while Longcor slowed. 

Marshalls last lap was his fastest 
and as he left camp with a two minute 


lead on Hocking and Vanderpool, it 
appeared he had it wrapped up to the 
extent that only a mechanical failure 
could hold him from winning his first 
Wilseyville in five years of trying. 

Hocking elected to gas and just as 
Vanderpool came through the check, 
the talk was on just how far the IT 400 
would go on a tank.

Gary took 
off to see if he could find his arch rival- 
teammate on the final miles. 

Marshall upheld up his two minute 
lead at the checkered and Vanderpool 
rode in for an easy second about a 
minute in front of the A-1 Glass KTM 
of Jacobsen. Longcor slowly motored 
in about 10 seconds later in fourth and 
Austin took the last trophy for fifth.

Demaris overall at 
dusty High 
Desert 100

BEND, OR, OCT. 22 

In the high desert country east 
of Bend, Oregon (4000 to 5000 
feet altitude) about 20 miles is 
set aside by the BLM and U.S. 


Forest Service as an area for off-road 
vehicle racing, cattle grazing and deer 
hunting. Most of the races are staged 
in the Millican Valley, which is an old 
lake bed that was drained when a 
canyon was opened up on the west 
side. The fact that it was lake bed is 
the reason it makes such a good 
starting area. There are virtually no 
rocks, which makes for flat out runs to 
the smoke bomb. This is not your 
typical flat alkali, smooth as a table 
top, but very sandy and covered with 
sage brush. The biggest dangers are 
the road crossings that have thrown 


iter the track! 


many riders over the years. 

The High Desert 100, attracting 377 
riders this year, is usually a mass start. 
But central Oregon has had no 
moisture for months and since it is very 
dusty, the Cascade M/C decided to 
Start in two waves; all Experts, Old 
Timers, and 200cc riders started first, 
all remaining classes started half an 
hour later. j 

As was mentioned earlier, this event 
starts in a big valley and then starts 
climbing. Pretty soon you are up into 
the pine trees and the trails really start 
to tighten up. That's where local hero 
Dale Demaris starts to shine. Riding a 
“little” 250cc Husky, provided by 
Husqvarna, Demaris was not first to 
the smoke bomb, but about 35 miles 
out he grabbed the lead, never to be 
challenged again. When asked if he 
saw any other riders after he got the 
lead he said, "all I saw were a couple 
of deer and a coyote." 

Two riders from the central Washing- 
ton desert town of Beverly did .real 
well.

The Lubbock Trail Riders 

annual enduro was held near 

the town of Jayton, Texas and 

most of us had to-get out our 
magnifying glass to find it.

With 

an average of 15 mph set for the race ' 
no one could figure out what was 

going on. Well, once we turned off the 

highway toward camp we found out 

why. The infamous Crouton Breaks is 

anything but flat. Huge canyons 

opened up and everybody then 

became nervous at the thought of 
shooting through such terrain. 

The campground was about 20 
miles off the road in a neat little mes- 
quite break. It was just enough of an 
oasis to hold the some 450 riders, It 
didn’t take long for everybody to be 
blocked in because people were 
parking everywhere. But really, it 
didn’t matter because they were all 
there to have some fun. Soon after 
dark the campfires were blazing, for 
there was a little nip in the air. Or, was 
it the coyotes yelping in the distance 
that caused the goose bumps? One 
could use the star shine ‘to navigate to 
and from the campfires. 


The first rider was out at 8:01 
Sunday morning. The trail darted in 
and out of the mesquite, up and down 
the many gullies. Light rain fell at 
times during the race and with a rain 
only two days before, traction was 
perfect and there was no dust.. The 
trail was just getting good when we 
had to gear down for a check at 5.5 
miles out. Everybody hammered down 
in the free zone following. Then the 
trail broke out onto what looked like a 
road down beside some farmland, but 
there was another check just out of 
sight behind some trees at a slight 
bend in the road. This check could not 
be seen as you broke onto the road so 
just as you took off thinking clear sail- 
ing, they had you. Also, the fact that it 
was exactly three miles from the first 
check caught many experienced riders 
hot. This second check has to have the 
award for the best check at any enduro * 
so far this year. 

The third check was not much 
further down the trail. It turned out to 
be the tie breaker and with a bunch of 
tight trees hiding it well, it was hard to 
improve your score. I finally saw the 
green and white flag in the tree as I 
pulled into the lane. Big berms were 
developing in' all the corners making 
the trail even faster. The first few 
riders must have had a tough time 
with the virgin trail and needle sharp 
mesquite. 


A two-mile reset at the 20.8 mile gas 
stop allowed riders plenty of time to. 
refuel, then it was time to go find some - 
more checks. Sure enough, we did. By 
the Beginner finish at 33 miles there 
had been at least six checks. 1 
commented to the check point people 
that I didn't think there were that may 
people in Lubbock! The tempo of the 
race had been set — it was going to be 
fairly easy with lots of checks to catch 
you hot. When the Beginners, under 
16 and the ladies cut off the trail^ 





became a little tougher, but most 
riders were able to stay on time with 
the 15 mph average. 

Another two-mile reset at the 
second gas stop at 49.5 miles served as 
a pleasant rest. There was another 
check just down the trail, then three 
miles of some of the toughest terrain 
yet, then another check — the second 
tie breaker. It was through here that I 
was very thankful they were only 
starting four riders on a minute. 

At the next to the last check we 
literally dropped into it. The check 
point person wished me good luck and 
a nice ride. Well, that is the worst 
thing in the world to tell an enduro 
rider when he is staring down into a 
canyon. It was white knuckle city. The 
trail ran around the rim of a huge 
canyon. Two feet off the trail in places 
you would end up 150 feet down. We 
went up and down hog backs that 
allowed no error in either direction. 
Going down some of those hills, I had 
everything locked up  —  speedo 
showing zero — and I swear I was 
going 40. It would have been much too 
dangerous to ride this section at any 
higher average. Finally, we cleared the 
canyon with a big sigh of relief and 
headed toward that known control 
finish at 67.5. 

Then the action started. Approxi- 
mately 60 riders zeroed the course. I 
will never again wish to zero a run. At 
first, the total seconds off from the 
middle of your minute from both tie 
breakers was totaled to determine 
finishing positions. Later, that was 
changed and only the first tie breaker 
counted. Score cards were reshuffled 
on the boards. As it turned out, if you 
burned a check, you might not have 
finished in the top twenty. 

The Jayton race could only be 
described as an easy race — easy on 
the bikes, easy on the riders, easy on 
the beginner riders. But was it too easy 
for a Texas Circuit race? To some, the 
frustration came from zeroing the 
course and finishing eighth. The 
Lubbock Trail Riders are to be 
commended for a good race through 
the Crouton Breaks. The trail was 
marked well, four riders at a time 
relieved some of the bottlenecks, and 
the 15 mph average around the cliffs 
shows genuine planning. Thanks also 
to the land owners, I hope they will 
invite us back next year. 


R. E. "Dick" 
Gardner dies 


Long time AMA District Referee 
R. E. "Dick" Gardner, of Kansas 
City, KS, died of a stroke Sun- 
day, November 18, while visiting 
fellow workers at a railroad yard where 
he worked until retiring. He was 61 
years old. 

Dick and his wife Irene, active in 
pro flat track in the Missouri, Kansas 
and Oklahoma area for over 25 years, 
were known for their fair and fast race 
programs. Track safety and fairness to 
the riders was always a prime concern 
with them. 

Dick traveled and met with all of the 
Kansas County Fair Boards each year 
and set up race dates at their tracks. 
This resulted in the famous Kansas 
Fair Circuit where riders from all over 
the United States would come to race 
nearly every day of the week at 
Norton, Stockton, Wakeeney, Belle- 
ville, etc. Dick, assisted by Bob 
Whitney as flagman, officiated at 
many Nationals. 

Dick leaves his wife Irene and a son, 
Bill, from Colorado.
